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ARCHITECTURAL DIVISION LETTER

There were two topics at NCARB’s Regional Summit held in March that | thought would be of interest to Missouri 
architects: Artificial Intelligence (Al) and an expansion of NCARB’s Mutual Reciprocity Agreements with additional 
foreign countries. There is no disputing the growth of Al in the past year, particularly in the field of architecture, 
and... it’s just getting started. | recently attended three seminars/workshops on Al where each demonstrated how 
quickly concepts could be developed with Al tools to present multiple floor plans and 3D images of buildings that 
were very realistic. | was impressed with how much the quality in Al technology has progressed and it’s exciting to 
see these new tools that will advance our profession in the coming years. The NCARB presentation differed from 
the other presentations in that the audience was predominantly members of the licensing boards from across 
the country. As with the other Al presentations, | observed that the audience was both excited and concerned. It 
seems inevitable in these demonstrations that a presenter will claim that Al will be able to design buildings faster 
while making fewer errors than the current process allows. It’s when | hear such claims that | become concerned, 
not because | believe Al will put architects out of work, but because there may be some people that will agree with 
the presenter. 


It is too easy to trust something that looks right, only to find out later that it really didn’t work well during construc- 
tion or after it had been in service for some time. It might have worked well in many scenarios, but this time was 
different. The drive to push a product out as quickly and efficiently as possible, under the cloak of everything being 
perfect, can often erode the attention given to quality control because it is hard to justify such costs until there is a 
serious problem. This story is not new, nor is it unique to Al. We only have to look at our nation’s commercial aircraft 
manufacturing industry for an example of the true cost of taking shortcuts with quality control. The public’s health, 
safety and welfare in the design of buildings and structures remains the responsibility of the licensed design pro- 
fessionals working in Missouri. The public still trusts architects to apply good judgement in the use of all software 
tools employed during the design process. It is incumbent upon the architect to know the source behind these 
software tools and to have carefully reviewed the solutions produced before making any final design decisions. | 
would urge architects to not become complacent with quality control in design. Perhaps it is time to consider up- 
dating your office’s standard operating procedures to address the use of Al software. 


Lastly, NCARB developed a Mutual Reciprocity Agreement with Canada, which Missouri joined more than 25 years 
ago. A series of new reciprocity agreements that included Mexico, Australia, and New Zealand were later intro- 
duced by NCARB that Missouri could not support because these agreements had terms that conflicted with Mis- 
souri law. Last year | reported that NCARB had established a Mutual Reciprocity Agreement with the United King- 
dom which Missouri voted to support because it did not have these conflicting clauses. This year, NCARB has 
proposed agreements similar to the United Kingdom version with Mexico, Australia, New Zealand, and Taiwan. In 
each of these agreements, NCARB has carefully vetted each country’s licensing process and has determined that 
each one is equivalent to meeting the current NCARB certification process, which means they will also meet Mis- 
souri’s standards for initial licensure. The Board would appreciate any comments regarding the establishment of 
a Mutual Reciprocity Agreement with any of these countries. Please send your comments to Judy Kempker, the 
Board’s Executive Director, at judy.kempker@pr.mo.gov. 
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PROFESSIONAL ENGINEERING DIVISION LETTER

WE STILL NEED YOUR HELP 
| wrote a similar article to this a few years ago and the need is still strong. Although the only vacancy currently on 
the Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Archi- 
tects (APEPLSPLA) is the position of the Public Member, | want you to consider helping our profession continue 
to fulfill the obligations of being a professional licensee. APEPLSPLA needs you to give something back to society, 
your time and knowledge. The intent of this article is to let you know of two ways you can provide much needed 
expertise and service to the citizens of Missouri. 


As a professional engineer (PE) you have a responsibility to protect the health, safety, and welfare of the public, 
within your scope of practice. | believe one of the most critical ways to accomplish this is to serve as a member 
of the APEPLSPLA Board. Appointments to APEPLSPLA are made by the governor. In accordance with Chapter 
327.031(1), RSMo, APEPLSPLA consists of 15 members, 4 of whom are to be professional engineers. A PE Divi- 
sion Member must have been engaged in the active practice of engineering for at least 10 consecutive years as a 
Missouri licensed PE immediately preceding their appointment and must be a citizen of the United States for at 
least 5 years. All appointments to APEPLSPLA are submitted to the Missouri Senate for its “advice and consent” 
(translated to a Senate hearing). 


Chapter 327.031(7), RSMo, additionally says that in the event a vacancy occurs on the Board that requires a PE 
appointment, the president of the Missouri Society of Professional Engineers (MSPE) shall submit to the Director 
of the Division of Professional Registration the names of five professional engineers qualified and willing to fill the 
vacancy. The President of MSPE shall include a description of the method by which the names were chosen. Ad- 
ditional names have also, in recent years, been submitted directly to the Governor’s office or through the current 
APEPLSPLA which, in turn, are sent to the appropriate division office for consideration. 


Appointment terms are four years, or for the completion of an unexpired term of another member. The PE member 
may be reappointed for one additional four-year term. Members typically serve until reappointed, replaced by ap- 
pointment of another individual, or upon their resignation from APEPLSPLA. 


| will not tell you the job of being on the APEPLSPLA Board is easy. Depending upon the number of complaints re- 
ceived, it can be time consuming to do the job correctly. We meet quarterly rotating locations between Jefferson 
City, St. Louis, Kansas City and Springfield. We receive weekly packets of new information to review. We review 
applications for licensure, PDH form submittals, and complaint and investigation files. We also give talks when 
invited to students and professional groups concerning the activities of APEPLSPLA, existing statutes and rules, 
and ethics. 


| want to stress that APEPLSPLA is not just about complaints and discipline for violations of our statutes and rules, 
which is what seems to receive the most attention. | hate issuing discipline to another professional engineer, but | 
also hold all professional engineers to a higher standard of expectation to not only follow the laws and rules, but to 
demonstrate by their actions every day that they have the public’s trust and well-being in mind with everything they 
do as a PE. APEPLSPLA tries to get that message out through education, newsletters, and our web site. 
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The second way to serve the citizens of Missouri is to be willing to serve as an expert in your field of engineering. 
We, as APEPLSPLA Members have expertise in our own areas of practice, but, as Board Members we cannot and 
should not act as the experts testifying in complaint case investigations and hearings. Our job is to receive reports 
from our investigators and to preside over hearings where information is presented, testimony is taken, detailed 
discussions are held, and decisions as to proposed and actual discipline are made. 


Those expert witnesses whom we retain to assist us in the investigation process are asked to review the informa- 
tion we have available, investigate the situation thoroughly, and to give us a report as to their unbiased findings. 
Most complaints sent to APEPLSPLA either end up with “a finding of no violation” or a settlement agreement 
worked out between APEPLSPLA and the accused. Occasionally, if the case goes onto the Administrative Hearing 
Commission or circuit court, the expert witness for APEPLSPLA may be asked to give a deposition or to appear in 
the proceedings as a witness. This process is no different than acting as an expert witness for a civil case involving 
two opposing parties arguing over a case requiring technical expertise. APEPLSPLA retains a legal staff with whom 
all expert witnesses coordinate their services. Expert witnesses are paid for their services at a comparative rate 
with industry standards. There is, in my opinion, no additional burden of risk because the work is being done for 
APEPLSPLA. 


In ending, | hope you seriously consider helping to make Missouri better by volunteering to help APEPLSPLA. If you 
have any questions about the process or the responsibilities for either one of these options, please contact us 
through APEPLSPLA’s Executive Director, Judy Kempker, at judy.kempker@pr.mo.gov .

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PROFESSIONAL LAND SURVEYING DIVISION LETTER

Licensure by comity has taken some interesting turns in the last decade. The prevailing trend is to make it easier 
to be licensed across state lines in the interest of building a stronger economy. The licensing Board always has 
some reservations about these changes, understanding that safeguards need to remain in place to ensure that ap- 
plicants possess the necessary skill, education, and training to perform in the Missouri PLSS. To that end, while an 
applicant may make application in Missouri from another state having passed the FS and PS examinations with one 
year of license tenure and no pending complaints or investigations, they would still be required to pass the Missouri 
Specific two-part examination offered in Jefferson City as an in-person examination. Computer based testing has 
not yet been created for this examination. 


Thinking further about how Missouri licensees compare to bordering states as it regards to comity versus resident 
land surveyors, | did some investigation to determine what percentage of comity applicants make up the practic- 
ing pool of licensed land surveyors. In Missouri, the percentage of comity applicants is 35% of those licensed. Our 
bordering states reveal the following numbers, Kansas 51%, lowa 48%, Arkansas 44%, and Illinois a whopping 80%. 
Before my investigation, | would not have guessed that Missouri would contain the lowest percentage. The fact that 
Kansas City and St. Louis reside at our State’s border would lead me to a different conclusion. 


Trying to unpack these statistics, | first thought about the difficulty of the State Specific exam being a factor. 
Maybe the Missouri exam was just more difficult than others. Yet knowing that the Missouri, Kansas, and Arkan- 
sas exams are all prepared and graded by Dr. Elgin meant that this was most likely not a factor. Next, | considered 
the necessity to perform the exam in-person. Maybe that created a hurdle that skewed the numbers, but having 
personally taken the Kansas, Arkansas, and Illinois exams | know that they require in-person testing. | believe lowa 
requires that as well. Maybe it is a matter of Missouri being saturated with licensed surveyors. Given our work load, 
| cannot believe that to be the case; however, another interesting statistic | explored was the ratio of surveyors, 
resident and comity, versus acres. Missouri ranks second in that statistic. Illinois was first with one surveyor for 
every 28,957 acres. Missouri 1:47,164 acres, Arkansas 1:50,722 acres, Kansas 1:97,334 acres, and lowa 1:120,447 
acres. This statistic might have merit. 


Coming at this question from another direction, | believe | am able to make some reason of the numbers. Before, 
| was looking at why the Missouri percentage was low and trying to find the cause of the low percentage. What | 
believe is really occurring is that Missouri works hard to find avenues for Missouri students to obtain a land survey 
education, raising the resident land surveyor numbers compared to comity applicants. Creating educational op- 
portunity has been a priority of the Land Surveying Division. These numbers may prove, that even while having 
metropolitan areas near our border, we remain strong in creating resident licensees. 


In conclusion, (and | always enjoy when these types of writings end with “in conclusion” when no real conclusion 
was derived) | would encourage you to have your new hires, trainees, and beginners to investigate on-line or in- 
person educational opportunities. They will provide your employees and co-workers to not only be educated about 
the land surveying profession, but also gain confidence in themselves. The numbers prove we may be winning at a 
very difficult objective. Keep it up Missouri!

Kenneth (Ken) M. Frashier, Lake Lotawana, Missouri, passed away on Tuesday, March

UNLICENSED PRACTICE: 


In 2023, the Board had 14 allegations against individuals and 
10 allegations against corporations that were charged with 
practicing architecture, engineering, land surveying and/or 
landscape architecture without being properly licensed. If 
an individual or corporation refuses to voluntarily cease and 
desist all illegal activities and to conduct all future activities 
in compliance with Chapter 327, RSMo, then the Board can 
request the Attorney General's office to file suit in the appro- 
priate circuit court seeking an injunction to restrain that indi- 
vidual or corporation from practicing architecture, engineer- 
ing, land surveying and/or landscape architecture without a 
license. Another option the Board has is to seek authority to 
assess a civil penalty. A civil penalty imposed under Section 
327.077, RSMo, can be as high as $5,000 for each offense. 
However, each day of a continued violation constitutes a 
separate offense, with a maximum penalty of $25,000.

On November 6, 2023, a probation violation hearing was held on a complaint for discipline under Section 327.442, 
RSMo. On November 27, 2023, the Board entered its Findings of Fact, Conclusions of Law, and Order of Discipline 
by which it revoked Semling’s license as an architect. 


On May 17, 2023, the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and 
Professional Landscape Architects entered Findings of Fact, Conclusions of Law and Order of Discipline against 
the Missouri license of Gary R. Semling, imposing a period of probation for one year based on discipline against 
Semling’s Delaware and Colorado licenses, and his failure to report that discipline in the renewal of his Missouri 
license. The order for probation included a requirement that Semling file quarterly reports, with the first report 
being due July 10, 2023. Semling failed to file his first quarterly report and failed to respond to numerous commu- 
nications from the Board. 


The Board filed a Probation Violation Complaint based on Semling’s failure to file the report or respond to commu- 
nications. After a probation violation hearing, the Board issued Findings of Fact, Conclusions of Law and Order of 
Discipline, under which Semling’s Missouri license was revoked.

SUSPENSION, PROBATION, AND CIVIL PENALTY 


ROSEMAN, DANIEL (PE-2006002848) 
Blue Springs, Missouri 


On November 6, 2023, a disciplinary hearing was held and the Board issued their Findings of Fact, Conclusions 
of Law, and Disciplinary Order on Daniel R. Roseman, effective November 27, 2023. It was the Board’s decision 
to extend Mr. Roseman’s current suspension to three (3) years, effective November 27, 2023, followed by five (5) 
years’ probation and a $7,000 civil penalty pursuant to the same terms as the discipline on his previous case file. 


On April 4, 2023, the Missouri Administrative Hearing Commission entered a Consent approving a Joint Stipulation 
between the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional 
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Landscape Architects and Daniel R. Roseman, providing that Roseman’s license as a professional engineer would 
be suspended for three years, with two years served and one year stayed, followed by five years’ probation, witha 
civil penalty of $7,000. This was based on findings that Roseman had forged other professional engineers’ seals to 
projects in states where he was not licensed. 


On or about November 15, 2022, Roseman entered into a Settlement Agreement with the Ohio State Board of 
Registration for Professional Engineers and Surveyors, in which he admitted he affixed the seals of other profes- 
sional engineers to plans for projects in Ohio, as part of the same conduct that led to his Missouri suspension. 
Under the Ohio Settlement Agreement, Roseman voluntarily surrendered his Ohio registration as a professional 
engineer. 


On or about December 26, 2022, Roseman renewed his Missouri license by paper application due to his suspended 
status. He checked a box answering “no” to a question as to whether he had been the subject of disciplinary action, 
or entered into any type of Settlement Agreement, providing for any limitation on his ability to practice in another 
jurisdiction, failing to reveal the Ohio discipline. 


On September 20, 2023, Roseman entered into a Settlement Agreement with the Missouri Board for Architects, 
Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects, in which he admit- 
ted that the Ohio discipline and his failure to reveal it on his renewal application constituted cause to further dis- 
cipline his Missouri license under Sections 327.441.2(8), RSMo, [discipline in another jurisdiction], and Sections 
327.441.2(3) [fraud or misrepresentation in applying for a license] and (6) [violation of a rule]. The Settlement 
Agreement provided that Roseman would appear in a disciplinary hearing before the Board to determine the dis- 
cipline to be imposed. 


Adisciplinary hearing was held, and on November 27, 2023, the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, 
Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects entered Findings of Fact, Conclusions of Law 
and Disciplinary Order, in which it extended Roseman’s suspension for three years from the date of the Order, to 
be followed by probation and payment of a civil penalty as provided in the Order of April 4, 2023, upon completion 
of the suspension.

BEMBERG, MAX C. (A-2018011082) 
St. Louis, Missouri 


Max C. Bemberg entered into a Settlement Agreement between the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional 
Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects effective March 6, 2024, by 
which Mr. Bemberg agreed that his license as an Architect would be placed on probation for a term of two 
years with certain terms and conditions, probation ending on March 5, 2026. 


Max C. Bemberg entered into a Settlement Agreement with the Board, in which he acknowledged that he reviewed, 
signed and sealed architectural and engineering plans and drawings, which were substantially prepared by and 
submitted to him by an unlicensed draftsman, who was the sole point of contact with the owner of the property. 
The plans and drawings listed Bemberg as the “Consulting Architect” and attributed “Design and Drafting” to the 
unlicensed draftsman. Bemberg acknowledged that the plans were not prepared by him or under his immediate 
personal supervision and that certain plans set forth professional engineering designs that he did not oversee. 
Bemberg further acknowledged that he never visited the site, did not oversee construction, and never spoke to or 
communicated with the owner. 
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Under the Settlement Agreement, Bemberg agreed that he did not exercise immediate personal supervision over 
the project as defined in 20 CSR 2030-13.010, which was cause for discipline under Section 327.441.2(6), RSMo; 
that by sealing technical submissions which were not prepared under his immediate personal supervision, Bemberg 
violated Section 327.411.1, RSMo, which also was cause for discipline under Section 327.441.2(6), RSMo; that by 
sealing technical submissions consisting entirely of professional engineering that was not incidental to his work 
as an architect, Bemberg engaged in the unlicensed practice of professional engineering, in violation of Section 
327.191, RSMo, which was further cause for discipline under Section 327.411.2(6), RSMo; that Bemberg aided and 
enabled an unlicensed person in the practice of architecture and professional engineering in violation of Section 
327.441.2(10), RSMo; and that by sealing documents not prepared under his immediate personal supervision and 
with which he was not familiar, knowing they would be submitted to local authorities for approval, Bemberg vio- 
lated a personal trust placed in him by the authorities and the public, which was cause for discipline under Section 
327.441.2(13), RSMo. 


The Settlement Agreement imposed a period of probation for two years on Bemberg’s license as an architect.

On November 
30, 2020, the Florida Board entered a Final Order Adopting Settlement Stipulation which imposed an administra- 
tive fine of $500 and costs of $72.15, and required Bigbie to take an engineering ethics and professionalism course 
and pass the Board’s Laws and Rules Study Guide. 


On or about November 21, 2022, Bigbie renewed his Missouri Professional Engineering license online and indicated 
his agreement with a statement that he did not have discipline in another jurisdiction which had not been reported 
to the Board. This statement was false as he had not reported the Florida discipline to Missouri. 


Bigbie signed a Settlement Agreement with the Missouri Board For Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional 
Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects, acknowledging that his license was subject to discipline 
under Section 327.441.2(8), RSMo [discipline in another jurisdiction], and for failing to report discipline in violation 
of Section 327.441.2(3), RSMo [use of fraud, deception, or misrepresentation in securing a license], and Section 
327.441.2(6), RSMo [violation of a rule, specifically the reporting requirement of 20 CSR 2030-11.010(3)]. 


Under the Missouri Settlement Agreement, Bigbie’s license was placed on a period of probation for one year.

Virginia State Board of Registration for Professional Engineers, in which it acknowledged that it filed an application 
for a Certificate of Authorization in which it answered in the negative to a question whether it had been disciplined 
in any other jurisdiction, failing to reveal the Oklahoma discipline. The Consent Order imposed a civil penalty of 
$500 on BranchPattern. 


On October 6, 2020, and again on October 20, 2022, BranchPattern renewed its Missouri Certificate of Authority 
online. Each time the person performing the renewal attested there was no unreported discipline, failing to report 
the Oklahoma and West Virginia discipline. 


BranchPattern entered into a Settlement Agreement with the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, 
Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects, effective December 20, 2023, in which it 
acknowledged the above facts and agreed that cause existed to discipline its Missouri Certificate of Authority 
under Sections 327.441.2(8), RSMo, [discipline in another jurisdiction], and Sections 327.441.2(3) [fraud or misrep- 
resentation in applying for a license] and (6) [violation of a rule]. The Settlement Agreement imposed a period of 
probation for one year on BranchPattern’s Missouri Certificate of Authority.

Effective November 29, 2023, Davis entered into a Settlement Agreement with the Missouri Board in which he 
acknowledged the above facts, and that cause existed to discipline his Missouri license under Sections 327.441.2(8), 
RSMo, [discipline in another jurisdiction], and Sections 327.441.2(3) [fraud or misrepresentation in applying for a 
license] and (6) [violation of a rule]. His Missouri license was placed on probation for one year.

Heath Dumack entered into a Settlement Agreement between the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional 
Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects effective November 23, 2023, by 
which Mr. Dumack agreed that his license as a Professional Engineer would be placed on probation for a term of 
two years with certain terms and conditions, probation ending on November 22, 2025. 


On January 11, 2017, the Council of the Delaware Association of Professional Engineers entered a Final Order, find- 
ing that Dumack’s Delaware license as a professional engineer was subject to discipline, based on findings that 
Dumack failed to comply with continuing education requirements, and falsely stated on his renewal that he was in 
compliance. The Final Order suspended Dumack’s license until he provided proof of compliance with continuing 
education requirements; issued a reprimand; and imposed additional educational requirements. 


On September 11, 2017, Dumack signed a Consent Order regarding his Texas license with the Texas Board of 
Professional Engineers, which was adopted by that Board on November 16, 2017, based on Dumack’s admis- 
sion that he had not complied with Texas continuing education requirements, and that he had been disciplined in 
Delaware and failed to promptly notify the Texas Board of that action. The Texas Board issued a Formal Reprimand 
to Dumack for this conduct. 


On April 30,2018, Dumack signed a Settlement Agreement with the Ohio State Board of Registration for Professional 
Engineers and Surveyors, which was adopted by that Board on May 15, 2018. The Settlement Agreement stated 
that cause existed to discipline Dumack’s Ohio license based on the Delaware discipline and his failure to comply 
with Ohio continuing education requirements. The Settlement Agreement imposed a fine of $1,500 on Dumack. 


On November 19, 2018, the North Carolina Board of Examiners for Engineers and Surveyors issued a Decision and 
Order regarding Dumack’s North Carolina license, based on Dumack’s failure to report his Delaware discipline. The 
Decision and Order imposed a reprimand on Dumack. 


On January 11, 2019, Dumack entered into a Consent Decree regarding his Kentucky license with the Kentucky State 
Board of Licensure for Professional Engineers and Surveyors, based on the Delaware discipline and Dumack’s fail- 
ure to comply with Kentucky’s continuing education requirements.

The Consent Order imposed a fine of $1,500 on Dumack 
and required him to take examinations conducted by the Board. 


On or about December 18, 2018, Dumack renewed his Missouri Professional Engineering license online, and repre- 
sented that he had no unreported discipline, thereby failing to report the Delaware, Texas, Ohio, and North Carolina 
disciplinary actions. On December 28, 2020, Mr. Dumack again renewed his Missouri Professional Engineering 
license online, but did not report the Delaware, Texas, Ohio, North Carolina, and Kentucky disciplinary actions. 
Dumack reported the Delaware and Louisiana discipline in January 2021. On or about November 7, 2022, Dumack 
renewed his Missouri license online, and again failed to report the Texas, Ohio, North Carolina, and Kentucky disci- 
plinary actions. 


Dumack signed a Settlement Agreement with the Missouri Board, acknowledging that his license was subject to 
discipline under Section 327.441.2(8), RSMo [discipline in another jurisdiction], and for failing to report discipline in 
violation of Section 327.441.2(3), RSMo [use of fraud, deception, or misrepresentation in securing a license], and 
Section 327.441.2(6), RSMo [violation of a rule, specifically the reporting requirement of 20 CSR 2030-11.010(3)]. 
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Under the Settlement Agreement, Dumack’s license was placed on a period of probation for two years.

Afsar Hasan entered into a Settlement Agreement between the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional 
Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects effective December 7, 2023, by 
which Mr. Hasan agreed that his license as a Professional Engineer would be placed on probation for a term of two 
years with certain terms and conditions, probation ending on December 6, 2025.

COLIN, EDGAR (NL)

Edgar Colin entered into a Settlement Agreement between the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional 
Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects effective December 13, 2023, by 
which Mr. Colin agreed to pay a $1,000 civil penalty with certain terms and conditions. 


Colin is an unlicensed individual who works at a materials handling company. He worked on a number of projects 
with a Missouri-licensed professional engineer. Colin’s company was engaged in a construction project in Maryland 
Heights, Missouri. Under pressure of time, Colin made a facsimile of the licensed engineer’s professional engineer- 
ing seal, affixed it to a set of plans, and submitted the plans with the false seal attached. The licensed engineer had 
not reviewed or approved the plans. 


Colin entered into a Settlement Agreement with the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, 
Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects, in which he admitted that he had engaged in 
these acts, and that such conduct constituted the unlicensed practice of professional engineering in violation of 
Section 327.191, RSMo, and impersonation of a person holding a license, which is cause for imposition of a civil pen- 
alty under Section 327.441.2(7), RSMo. He acknowledged that the Board had cause to impose a civil penalty under 
Section 327.077.1, RSMo, and consented to the imposition of a civil penalty of $1,000, which he paid. 


Under the terms of the Settlement Agreement, Edgar Colin agreed to pay a civil penalty of $1,000 to the St. Louis 
County Treasurer.

CEASE & DESIST 


MYERS, JOSEPH (NL) 
Foley, Missouri 


Joseph Myers entered into a Settlement Agreement between the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional 
Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects effective March 28, 2024, with 
certain terms and conditions. 


In March and April 2022, Myers introduced himself as an architect to a Wright City, Missouri, Building Inspector and 
affixed an architect’s seal bearing a nonexistent architect license number to plans he submitted to the City. In April 
and May 2022, Myers sent email and written correspondence to the City of Wildwood, Missouri, which designated 
himself as an architect. In April 2022, Myers was listed as the architect on an application for a building permit sub- 
mitted to the City of Overland, Missouri. Myers also posted information on social media and/or internet platforms 
indicating or implying he was, or which held himself out to be, an architect. 


In a Settlement Agreement, Myers acknowledged that he engaged in the unlicensed practice of architecture as 
defined in Section 327.091.1, RSMo, in violation of Section 327.101, RSMo. Myers issued refunds to clients for whom 
he engaged in the unlicensed practice of architecture in amounts ranging from $1,000 to $3,500. Myers agreed 
to cease and desist from all activity which constitutes the practice of architecture unless and until he obtains a 
license to practice architecture from the Board and to comply with all provisions of Chapter 327, RSMo, and all rules 
and regulations of the Board as well as all local, state and federal laws.
